Philadelphia, June 23.—"It's an 


Insane thing not to recognize organ- 
izations of labor," said John Wana- 
maker today in'giving 'further testi-, 
mony before the United States com- 
mission on industrial' relations, lie 
made this statement in reply to a 
question whether employers should 
recognize labor'unions. On the gen- 
eral question of unionism, Mr. Wan- 
amaker; said he beiieyed labor had 
"suffered frightfully" in the past be- 
cause of poor leaders, but added that 
he is seeing a better class of leader- 
ship corning in.' . 
. 


• Commissioner Weinstock of Cali- 
fornia, who . presided today, asked 
the.witness if he could supply the 
missing link that would bring capital 
and labor together. Mr. Wanamaker: 
said, "I believe that labor and capi- 
tal have the right to organize. On" 
the one side, capital, there is respon- 
sibility; and on the 
other,- 'labor, 


there is none. There you stop. The 
missing links, I believe to be prej- 
udice and misunderstanding which 
must be overcome. 
; 


"One of the ways to wipe out this- 


. prejudice and misunderstanding is 


to unhitch labor unions from politi- 
cal parties." 


Mr. Wanamaker believed that the, 


departments 'of commerce and" labor 
should be the'courts of last resort 
in labor disputes. One of -the things 
he^ found wrong in labor, .unions :was 
the limiting the number of 
those 


wlio want to learrrtrades. 


Speaking of capital, Mr. Wana- 


maker said John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
"made a great mistake when he put 
President Wilson in the position of 
sending troops into Colorado." 


"I might be mistaken in this," he 


said, "but that'is the way I feel 
about it." 
Commissioners Lennon of Illinois, 


and O'Connell of Washington, who 
are the representatives of workmen 
on the commission, plied Mr. Wana- 
maker with many questions. 
Asked 


whether he was an advocate of the 
eight-hour day, he replied, "eight 
hours or less."

wage for women, the witness

Much Damage Done Over 


The County By Monday's 


Electrical Rain Storm

Started Today at Sandus-

THIRTEEN WERE HURT 


Newark on Tuesday began to re- 


coverfroin effects of the most severe 
electrical 'i;am. storm pf the season, 
which came as a welcome relief to 
a prolonged period of drought and 
high: temperature which was 'begin- 
'ning to make inroads 
upon farm 


crops, dry up small fruit and work 
general havoc with the 
hopes of 


farm product growers. 
- The storm which 
finally struck 


Newark began with a gentle down- 
pour, which gradually increased with 
severity of the electrical explosions. 
These came in rapid succession dur- 
ing part of the storm, 
the 
sharp 


flashes being accompanied by deaf- 
ening crashes of thunder. 
It was 


undoubtedly the most, severe storm 
of the summer, and it was said in 
some sections of the county to have 
been the most severe in several sea- 
sons.' 


Long after dusk the black smoke 


was pouring from the ruins of two 
150-barrel oil tanks on the Shipley 
farm, four miles south of Hanover. 
A uolf of lightning, jumped from a 
tree to the tanks.. The contents was 
owned'by Benjamin & Tress, Pitts- 
burg oil, men.. . 
: 


-With the exception of some dam- 


age in the eastern part "of. the coun- 
ty by the -high wind_ffi.hich_accom- 
panied the storm, no other loss was 
reported from the outlying sections. 


In Newark, telephone service ex- 


perienced some difficulty for a time, 
and one house was struck by. light- 
ning in Channel street, and Mrs. 
Clara Nichols, aged 60, was stunned. 
A bolt of lightning followed conduc- 
tors into the Ohio Light & Power 
company's plant, and damaged the 
generator, with the result that pow- 
er 'users were forced to do withoul 
current until the damage was re- 


paired, more than four hours later. 
All direct .current motors 
on this 


urrent were affected. 


The Advocate's news press is op- 


erated by this current, and owing to 
a "mishap with an 
emergency gas 


engine in 'the pi-ess room the Advo- 
cate was several hours late .but all 
deliveries were made as usual. 


The Ohio Light & Power company 


suffered heavy damage, perhaps the, 
most extensive being the loss to the 
plant in Mt. Vernon. . There 
the 


storm 'tore off the plant roof and had 
about half the lines down.

In Newark the company's loss was 


confined to burned out switches and 
terminals, and: several-short circuits 
over the system.

year ago the foliage and fruit in his 
young orchard were entirely destroy- 
ed by leaf curl. 
This was the di- 


rect cause of Mr. Clark's decision to 
spray for this disease. Two dormant 
sprays were made during last No- 
vember 
and 
December 
and 
the 


orchard was gone over again this 
spring. 
As a result every peach tree 


is in full foliage and there is pros- 
pect for a bumper crop of fruit. The 
contrast is further brought out by 
the fact that two trees, located 40 
feet from the main orchard, which 
were overlooked and not sprayed, 
have lost both fruit and 
foliage 


again. 
The entire orchard was also 


at one time badly infested with San 
.lose scale. 
Starting last year Mr. 


Clark sprayed well for this. Samples 
taken a few days ago from formerly 
infested trees were pronounced en- 
tirely free from scale by an expert 
from the Ohio Experiment Station.

•conclusively tbat our first parents were j sinner and had brought the curse of 
•created perfect, In the image and like-1 death upon himself, be propagated a 
ness of their Creator. Adam disobeyed j race by the law of nature. Therefore 
God, and thus brought upon himself j all of his posterity were bom to sin, 


and' for six thousand years -have been 
falling, sinking lower to degradation. 
This is tbe Scriptural explanation of 
human imperfection; this is why the 
rery best of tbe race cannot do per- 
fectly. 


The Pastor then declared that God 


does not expect humanity to do per- 
fectly now, in their present fallen 
condition. The Creator gave the Law 
to Israel for tbe very purpose of show- 
Ing them, and incidentally proving to 


and all his posterity tbe sentence of 
death, "Dying, thou shalt die." 
"So 


death passed upon all men"; for all 
men are members of the race of Adam. 
All are under the curse of death, which 
jcame upon the world as tbe result of 
sin. 


iThe speaker also showed that we 


,wesa not condemned personally, for 
we were not on trial personally. Fa- 
ther Adam alone was on trial, and 
•when he failed he was sentenced to 
•death. God's great Law declares that 
"all unrighteousness is sin"; that "the 
•wages of sin is death"; and that "the 
BOTil that sins shall die." 
Adam's chil- 


;dren were born in sin—born after bis 
tall from perfection. Therefore it nat- 
urally follows that they partake of im- 
perfection; and if the perfect man'did 
--not keep God's perfect Law, how could 
Imperfect .men keep it? 


Having demonstrated that all man- 


•Mnd are under the curse of death by 
reason of Father Adam's disobedience, 
the Pastor next discussed tbe proposi- 
tion which tbe Bible sets before the 
•race. That proposition is not a ques- 
tion of Heaven or Hell, but one of life 
t>r death eternal. To those who are In 
harmony with God; who delight to do 
•His will. He is pleased to give life 
everlasting. But to those who are not 
In harmony with Him He has decreed 
to give death eternal—tbey shall not 


all men, that "by the deeds of tbe 
Law no flesb can be justified In His 
sight" 
God has decreed that none 


tut the perfect shall have everlasting. 
life, for none but tbe perfect can keep 
His righteous Law. 
He has proved 


conclusively that no fallen human be- 
ing can keep that Law. Therefore none 
of us could have everlasting life if 
God bad not done something for us. 
The story of what our gracious Crea- 
tor has done Is the "old, old story, of 
Jesus and His love"—and the Heaven- 
ly Father's love, also. 


In the past -we have failed to realize 


that God is Love, even though -we 
read, "God so loved the, world that 
He gave His Only Begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth in Him 
might not perish, but have everlast- 
ing life." Tbe proper thought Is not 
that which is frequently given to chil- 
dren, and frequently held by older oer- 


ultlmately result 
If God had not per- 


mitted sin. men would not have-known 
how wrong It is and what evil.condi- 
tions It promotes. Adam probably had 
no idea what would be the result of 
his disobedience. 
He did not know 


that It would bring sin, sorrow, and 
mental and moral depravity Into the 
world. He could not foresee the In- 
sane asylum, the prisons, etc. Not 
even the angels would have known the 
effect of sin if God had not permitted 
it to enter the Universe. 


Permitting Sin—Causing Sin. 


The Pastor then showed the wide 


difference between permitting sin and 
causing sin. He declared that for God 
to have caused sin would have been for 
God.to do eviL God does no evil; He 
tempts no man. He was not responsi- 
ble for the entrance of sin into the 
world. God permitted Satan to have 
his own way and become a rebel 
egalnst the Divine Government 
He 


permittecThim to pursue his downward 
course, in order to let the angels see 
the result of sin. Therefore He did 
not hinder Satan from misrepresenting 
the Divine-character. 


When Mother Eve came tmder temp- 


tation, God did not interfere. He let 
her alone. She knew His command; 
sbe had her full testing; she ate, and 
disobeyed, God also permitted Adam 
to disobey.'; Thus the reign of Sin and 
Death came Into the world, with their 
tremendous, influences for evil. Then 
He also permitted the angels to be 
tempted to sin in connection with 
mankind. After the Deluge, God start- 
ed a new order of things and let man- 
kind and angels try again under some- 
what different conditions. 


Next the Pastor declared that this 


reign of Sin and Death has Illustrated 
certain principles. It has demonstrat- 
ed what righteousness is, and has 
showed the necessity for obedience to 
God. 
It has also proved that there can 


be no happiness aside from perfect 
harmony with the Creator. Both men 
and angels have learned that whoever 
sins will suffer.

Moses as mediator. 
Two thousand 


years after man's fall, God made a 
Covenant with .Abraham that some day 
He would bless the world through 
Abraham's posterity. Still the augels 
had room to doubt; for Abraham, was 
old and as yet had no child. 
Years 


pas_sed by, and finally Isaac -was born. 
Still the -world was not blessed. In 
due time God declared that the bless- 
ing would come through Jacob. When 
he died, God indicated that Jacob's 
posterity would be heirs of the Prom- 
ise. But instead of blessing the world, 
they became a nation of slaves.: At 
length God raised up Moses, who led 
the nation through the wilderness to 
Mount Sinai, where they entered into 
covenant relationship with God. The 
terms of their Covenant were that if 
they would obey the Law, they would 
become great and all the world would 
come under their sway. 


But It was only a little while before 


they found that they were sinners, for 
they could not keep His command- 
ments. Then God arranged for them 
on annual Day of Atonement, on 
'which sacrifices were offered to cover 
their sins for one year. 
So they 


tried year by year to live without sin 
so that they wonld not die, bnt be 
worthy to be the people of God. Yet 
they died,- generation after generation. 
At last they realized that the fault 
was with themselves; they had entered 
into a contract which they could not 
keep. They had agreed to keep the Law 
of God, and were not able to do so. 


That was the very lesson which God 


desired them to learn, the Pastor de- 
clared, and not only Israel, but all 
humanity. The Apostle explains that 
in dealing with Israel God was deal- 
ing typically, so that-His people of the 
Gospel Age .would get the lessim by 
seeing wherein Israel failed, and by 
realizing that had we been In their 
place we would hafi» failed for the 
same reason. 


By and by, through the Prophets, 


God proiBia&d to gi*« Israel another 
Covenant, at some fnture day. 
This 


New Covenant will be more favora- 
ble to them. The difference between 
the Old Law Covenant and the New 
Law Covenant will-not be in regard 
to God's Law, for His Law Is perfect 
The Scriptures declare' that the differ- 
ence will be* in regard to the Mediator. 
Although Moses was faithful In all his 
House, yet be was a member of the 
fallen race of Adam, and therefore Im- 
perfect He con Id not give the people 
life; for he had no real life-rights to 
give any more than had any one else. 
As a typical mediator he offered typ- 
ical sacrifices, which could not really 
take away sin. But the Mediator of 
the New Covenant will be empowered 
to lift .the curse of denth and to re- 
store, not only Israel, but all mankind, 
to the Image and likeness of Qod, from 
which they fell. 


The Purpote of Jeauft' Death. 


The Pastor next discussed the work 


of the Gospel Age. About two thou-

The time forltfie New Covenant, the 


Pastor believes; Is near at band. When 
the antltypical Moses brings In ttiis 
Covenant, He will remove the curse 
of death. According to the Scriptures, 
It will take" Him 'exactly one thousand 
years to accomplish this work; to over- 
come sin, to dissolve the bard hearts 
of humanity, and to give Instead the 
warm, tender, gentle, sympathetic heart 
that was lost In Eden six thousand 
years ago. 


Alive-In Christ. 


The Church, the Pastor declared, 


were dead In trespasses and sins, like 
the rest of the world. But God ihas 
quickened them—made them alive- 
through the Imputation of the merit of 
Christ in advance of tbe world. Gbd's 
purpose in so doing is that He wishes 
now to select a special class from 
amongst mankind. 
But not every- 


body has been Invited to be of this 
class. Millions In heathen lands h'ave 
never heard of Jesus Christ; and all 
over the civilized world, there are peo- 
ple who have heard with their ears, 
but not with their minds. They; do 
not comprehend that they are sinners, 
that God has provided a Savior and 
that He is now inviting some to come 
into covenant relationship with Him- 
self. 
Prejudice, superstition, 
false 


teaching and false theories prevent 
many from recelvjlng the Truth. , ' 


The Pastor ;h|lds that all of ftbe 


creeds of Christendom contain false 
doctrines. 
Thet .Bible, he maintains, 


says that the Devil put these erroneous 
doctrines into the creeds. Should any j 
one ask why It is that tbe Devil could 
have part In the making of our creeds, 
the Pastor replies that the Adversary 
misled .our 'forefathers through his 
wiies; for be is deceitful. 
Whenever 


they thought to do something very, 
zealously for God. Satan would lead 
them past the right mark, into some- 
thing very much tp God's discredit and 
to their own deception. 


Looking over the pages of history, 


the speaker can see that the Devil, has 
been working hard with all who have 
ever tried to get out of darkness Into 
light Therefore it behooves the peo- 
ple of God to watch continually.

He who has be- 
gun a good worlc in them la well able 
to finish It Bnt each one Is to walk in 
fear In the sense of having such re- 
spect for God and His promises and 
such anticipation of the grand out- 
come, that each will be very careful to 
avoid transgression. If-coming days 
should bring severe trials, then coming 
days will also bring increased joy; for 
as the Apostle says. "Our light afflic- 
tion, which Is but for a moment work- 
eth for us n far more exceeding and 
eternal weight of glory."
